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THE STORY OF TAFT BEFORE HE 


BECAME A PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE

 pollege before he had finished, although 
~. he had already established a reputation 
as a scholar. 

He settled at Uxbridge, Mass., but re- 
moved to Townshend, Vt., where he died 
In 1808. He married Rhoda Rawson, the 
ace a of Edward 

wson, Secretary of the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony from 1650 ot 1686. 

Peter Rawson, the third son of Aaron, 
born in 178, married Sylvia Howard in 
1810. He taught school and wags ad- 
mitted to the bar. He became Judge of 
the Common Pleas, Judge of the Probate 
Court, Judge of the County Court of 
Windham County, was one of the Coun- 
ty Commissioners and was for many 
years a member of the Legislature. 

He removed to Cincinnati fn 1841, where 
he died in 1867, leaving one son, Al- 
phonso. 

Alphonso Taft, father of the Secre- 
tary of War, was born in 1810 in Town- 
ghend, Vt., and was graduated from 
Yale in 1833. He taught for two years 
in an academy in Ellington, Conn., and 
then became a tutor at Yale. 

. Father a Yale Man. 

He was admitted to the bar in 1838 
and went to Cincinnati the next year. 
Later he became a judge of the Ohio 
Superior Court. 

Judge Taft's first wife, 
Was a daughter of Judge Charles 
Phelps of Townshend, Vt. She died in 
181. Three children were born to her, 
one of whom died in infancy. 

Charles Phelps Taft, the second son, 
fe the proprietor of the Cincinnatl 
Times-Star. The third son, Peter Raw- 
gon, died in 1888, 

Judge Taft married Lotisa Maria Tor- 
rey in 1853. Her first son, Samuel Dav- 
enport Torrey, died in infancy. Secre- 
tary Taft was’ the second son, Henry 
Waters Taft of New York the third, 
Horace Dutton Taft the fourth and the 
fifth child {s Fanny Louise, wife of Dr. 
William A. Edwards of Los Angeles, 
Cat. 

The father of William Howard Taft, 
in his later years, was Secretary of 
War under Grant, then Attorney-Gen- 
eral, next Minister to Austria and final- 
ly to Russia. 

Of bovhooa anecdotes of Secretary 
Taft there are many. He was then a 
: good-natured hulk, with bones too biz 

for him, who inspired the sobriquet of 
“Imbber,” but heavy bodies are capa- 
ble of much momentum. One early ob- 
served that there was no inertia about 
slow-plodding ‘‘Lub’’ Taft. His solemn 
earnestness was steam, was power, and 
his curlosity was a most indefatigable 
stoker. With self-mockery beaming in 
his eyes, though with a certain quaint 
gravity, he used to announce that he 
had decided to be President when the 
slight obstacle of few years was once 
remedied. 

He used'to throw himself heart: and 
soul into any sport that was on. He 
liked to go in swimming, and was a 

t fellow to-play marbles. In those 
days one had to “knuckle down,” and a 
patch of rabbit fur was laid on the 
ground as a sort of gun-carriage for the 
hand. But “Bill’’ and his partner start- 

a. the custom of aiming the “taw” 

le standing up, and thus “plump- 
ing’’ at the target marbles. He grew 
very expert at this, and several eminent 
members of the Cincinnati bar can 
vouch for it that “Bill certainly did 
skin us.”’ 

Very early in life, even while he was 
in the Woodward High School, Taft be-

gan to emerge from his chubby state an: 
solidify into powerful and agile propor- 
tions. His chums somehow left off call- 
ing him “Lub.” “Old Bill” seemed to 
describe him better, or at least their 
own affection for him; and thereafter, 
in the college, on the bench, 
President's Cabinet, he has always beon 
“Old Bill” to those early, loyal friends. 


They will tell you that he was never 
very active on his feet, and, therefore, 
rather too heavy for baseball. “But he 
would make a stab at it. He had the 
pluck, all right."" On the other hand, 
he was a formidable proposition at 
wrestling, and while his enormous nat- 
ural strength made him equally so at 
boxing, he had not great skill. One of 
the boys in the block remembers hitting 
him onee when his feet were together;, 


‘and then,” says this old chum, “Bill 
toppled over backward like a marble 


statue.”* 

When Taft was only 17 he was already 
tall and powerful; and when, with “a 
choice lot of boys’ from Andover, he 
went to Yale, the beardless, 226-pound 
freshman was hailed in prophetic glee. 
His class, his university has visions 
of the things he would do on the grid- 
iron, this splendid, clear-eyed giant. 
Then came one of those rushes in Ham- 
ilton Park, when freshmen manifest a 
disposition not to be pushed off the 
earth. In this particular rush Taft went 
crashing through the sophomores like a 
catapult. One, a man of his own 
weight, leaped in front of him. Then 
‘aft let forth a joyous roar and charged! 
He grappled with the other Ajax, lifted 
him bodily and heaved him over his 
head. No wonder he promptly got the 
nickname of ‘“‘Bull’’ Taft! And the god- 
send he would be for the athletic field! 


Giant at 17 Years. 

But they did not know him yet. Judg¢ 
Taft, his father, cherished the old- 
fashioned notion that a man ought to 
work at college, and work hard. He had 
taken honors himself, and so had young 
Taft’s half-brother. The thing was a 
amily tradition, and the 226-pound fresh- 
man entered college with that one idea 
in mind. He joined no elevens, no 
crews, no track teams. His industry 
was amazing. The courses at Yale then 
were rigidly prescribed, almost nothing 
being elective before the senior year, 
but Taft went at the distasteful part of 
it as at all things else. He was ‘“‘Bull’’ 
Taft again, charging obstacleg and a 
convincing heavyweight at it, too. His 
exhaustless physique he used to back 
up his clear intellect, and at the hard- 
est study he never tired. His was none 
of the brilliant off-hand coups of)genius, 
but huge, safe ‘momentum; from day 
to day, lesson by lesson, he slowly made 
his way close to the head of his class. 

He rowed, boxed, wrestled, played 
football and worked in the gymnasium— 
just as he ‘observed all the social nice- 
ties,’” dressed well, and associated with 
the girls. He was impelled to the ex- 
ercising of his splendid, untrained frame 
by what may be described as a humor- 
ously sordid motive. That is, he mere- 
ly wanted to keep in shape, not for 
athletic prowess, but that he could keep 
awake to a yet smaller hour of the 
morning for grinding—enlightened grind- 
ing. He applied Herbert Spencer’s dic- 
tum to the letter—to be a good man you 
must be ‘“‘a good animal.”’ He was lucky, 
as in other things, with the gift of 
physique, but just as in other things, 
he did not squander the principal of the 
gift. He added to it, and there has 
never been any question about “Bill” 





Taft being “a good animal.” 
Some of the best stories of his strength 
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date from Yale. His were exploits to 
intensify the ‘varsity’s chagrim over 
not being able to claim him for the 
eleven. His immense figure, never gross 
nor beefy but a mass of clean flesh and 
sinew, was much wore wieldy now, even

a celerity and a certainty in his move- 
ments that made him, and still make 
him, an extraordinarily light and grace- 
ful dancer. He was perhaps more ready, 
however, for a rush or a fray of some 
kind. 

He and Herbert W. Bowen, later Min- 
ister of Venezuela, were physically the 
two biggest men in the ciass of 1878. 
They used to wrestle together and the 
score was about even between them un- 
til the very last, during commencement 
week, when Taft got the better of it in 
a farewell bout.

There was a fleld day in Hamilton Park 
and the class of ‘78, Taft's class, was 
not faring well. The old enemy, now 
the junior class, was: disposed to gloat. 
Then came the tug-of-war, and at the 
first trial the ‘78 team lost. Taft could 
stand it no longer. He threw off his 
coat, grabbed the end of the rope and 
squatted firmly. 

“Now then,” he said, angrily, “let the 
whole junior class get on the other 
end!”’ 

Goes on the Bench. 


The '78 men yelled joyfully. For once 
“Old Bill**‘ had been provoked into an 
official contest. The tug-of-war pro- 
ceeded with him helping on the end, but 
the juniors might as well have tried to 
pull up Gibraltar. 

Leaving colirege and teginning the 
practice of law, Taft wags shortly ap- 
pointed to the Obio bench. Later he 
became a Federal Judge and it was 
while there that he heard one of the 
most important labor cases this country 
has ever bad. This was in 1894, during 
the terrible period when Debs and the 
American Railway Union. 250,000 strong, 
were trying to block every train in the 
country that hauled a Puliman car. 
Debs sent a turbulent lieutenant nam:zd 
Phelan “‘to take the boys out” at Cin- 
cinnatl. Phelan used both speeches 
and clubs, and thé strike spread to most 
of the roads running out of Cincinnati. 
But he shou!d have left the Southern 
Railway alone, for the Southern was 
the court's road, and Judge Taft himself 
had appointed its receiver. The other 
roads wanted nothing better than to get 
the strike into a Federal court, and the 
hendstrong Phelan gave them the 
chance. When he tried to tie un the 
Southern, he was enjoined from inter- 
fering with the management of ‘the re- 
ceiver’s road. But the next night he 
“araneued the men again. He ddn't 
care, he roared, even if he were violat- 
ing injunctions. Of . course, a judge 
must defend his court from contempt, 
so Phelan was placed under arrest. 

Judge Taft had been turning other 
strikers loose on promises of good be- 
havior. He had no wish to visit suffer- 
ing on the deluded and impassioned. But 
the case was different with Phelan. 
Judge Taft did not delay trial, though 
the mob spirit was at its most danger- 
ous tide. In Chicago, Debs’ case was 
not d-cided until long after the strike, 
but Judge Taft could see the matter in 
no other way than that if there were 
vioiation of the law, there should bs: 
punishment in time to stop more crimes 
of the same sort. 


That Labor Trial. 

Phelan’s trial lasted a week, and it 
was a week over a powder magazine 
The defense fought hard, but its great- 
est reliance was terrorism. On the thira 
day someone discovered that Phelan had 
a signal code with the strikers who 
were on the witness stand. He mopped 
his brow, or stroked his chin, or twitch- 
ed his foot, and the witness answered 
either “Yes,” “No,” or “I don’t know.” 
Phelan was then moved out of sight cf 
the witnesses, and after that they were 
completely at sea. 

Almost any judge, in sheer human 
fallibility, would be prejudiced after 
such tactics, but an~-episode occurred 
that illustrates the invariable fairness 
of this particular judge. One of Phe- 
lan’s counsel, a criminal lawyer not 
highly respected by the bar, was mak- 
ing his argument; Judge Taft, looking 
up, observed that an attorney for the 
receiver and others were indifferently 
reading newspapers. The flare of red 
that is a danger signal spread over 
the Judge’s neck. He asked to inter- 
rupt the speaker. And then he said, 
very sternly: 

“This is a court room, 
ing room." 

A rattling and foiding of papers in- 
stantly followed. The eminent counsel 
for the receiver arose, meek» and em- 
barrassed, and apologized. Others pres- 
ent, though not even then known tc 
be in the room, sent contrite letters 
to Judge Taft the next morning. Thence- 
forth the ill-considered counsel for the 
defense was listened to respectfully. 

At the close of the trial, Judge Taft 
announced that he would render his 
decision at 12 o’clock of the fourth day. 
The first day he and his secretary 
worked on it until late in the evening. 
The second day they worked until much 
later, and the third day until two in 
the morning. The secretary then went 
home and transcribed his noteg until 
five: At 9:30 he was back at court 
to find the Judge already there. And 
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tions until the last minute, and as the 
clock struck 12, he entered the crowded 
court room. Friends had begged him 
to postpone his decision. At least, they 
said, he could have it read by the 
clerk. And this falling, they urged 
his need of a bodyguard. It was feared 
that in the event of an unfavorable 
decision he would nevér leave the room 
alive. Taft sent Phelan to the county 
Jail for six months. 
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The courtroom was as quiet as & 
church. The strikers looked askance 
at one anotner. They had not realized 
what had happened, and then they be- 
San straggling out, quiet, awed, and 
uncertain. They had not known before 
that the majesty of the law was such 
a solemn business. Debs’ mushroom or- 
ganization ef 20,000 members soon aft- 
erward collapsed. - 

But there were many among the 
strikers who said that Judge Taft had 
given them a fair trial. One day, about 
six months later, a man with a coat 





slung over his shoulder asked to see 
the Judge. The man was Phelan, and 
he had just finished his sentence. The 
labor element had not worked to de- 
feat Mr. Charles P.' Taft for Congress, 
and Phelan may have been disgusted 
with his own martyrdom. But, at any 
rate, he was truly repentant. He con- 
fessed the charges against him, which 
the had denied at the trial He had 
gotten what he deserved, he said. Since 
coming out of Jail he had seen the mis- 
ery of the former strikers, and he was 
remorse-stricken. He was willing to go 
back for another six months, he said, 
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if the Judge would only get those men 
reinstated in their jobs. Thereupon, 
Judge Taft asked the receiver to abol- 
am the blacklist, and the men were 
taken back as vacancies occurred. 

Mr. Taft married Helen Herron. in 
Cincinnati! in June, 1883 The match was 
an ideal one.

Motive for Murder in 
Canadian Woods. 





GUIDE FIRST VICTIM 
Note Tells of Hunger the Men 
Endured When Cache Was 
Missed.

MONTREAL. Quebec, June 2.—Evi- 
Gence of what is believed to be a case 
of cannibalism has come down to the 
settlements from the great Northern 
wilderness of Quebec. 

Two Frenchmen, Joseph Gusset and a 
companion named Bernard, left Quebec 
in September last’ for a hunting trip in 
the Mistassini térritory, northwest of 
Lake 8t. John. They obtained the serv- 
ices of August Lemeux, a well-known 
guide of that region, and were to be 
back in France in December. 

They started up the Chaouchan River, 
and when last seen were in the neigh- 
borhood of the Chiboughamon gold dis- 
' coveries. They took along six or seven 
weeks’ provisions, and as they were 
sturdy men, no danger for their safety 
\ Was anticipated. 

Another party left Quebec in January, 
1908, to hunt. Joseph Kurtness of Que- 
bec was the head of the party, and on 
the way up encountered Come Etienne, 
an Indian, who told of seeing traces of 
a white man's camp elong a trail which 
he indicated, Kurtness and his party fol- 
lowed the trail, and the next day found 
the stop indicated, the third portage 
above Lake Obatogoman, the remains 
* of a camp where two men had evidently 
prepared a meal, 

Abandoned Camp Found, 

Near the remains of the fire was a 
hand sleigh containing a bag with cloth- 
ing in it. In the opening’ of the bag 
was a note declaring that the party had 
failed to find the cache, and were with- 
out provisions, and asking the party, 
who found the note to join them as 
quickly as possible. The note was ated 
Dec. 28 and signed Bernard. A _ post- 
acript suggested that the party finding 
_ the note bring on the powder and cart- 
ridges and the beaver skins which were 
on the toboggan. In the bag the arti- 
cles found were marked “Guesett’”’ and 
“A. Lemieux.”’ 

The Kurtness party, after searching 
in the Neighborhood for 10 days, had to 
come back on account of lack of pro- 
visiong, on. Feb. 28. On April 2 the 
Mackénzie Trading Co. sent 15 men to 
take provisions to the Chiboughaman 
mini camp, and a few days later 
Kurthees started again on a fur-trading 
expedition. Having met three of Mac- 
kengije’s men, he told them the story of 
the abandoned camp and the lost hunt- 
ers. 

A search was instituted, and on April 
2% Alfred Perron, one of the Mackenzie 
men, found under a shanty of the com- 
pany a No. 12 automatic rifle of Belgian 
make and“_ canvas bag with twenty.to 
thirty empty brass shells. The gun was 
_ gtuck half way under the shanty in the 
snow. No letter or writing could be 
found. in the neighborhood, and the 
searchers came to the conclusion that 
_‘ @ussett and Bernard had got lost and 
perished through cold and hunger. The 
search was kept up, however, in all di- 
rections,

RELIGIOUS TESTS IN POLITICS. 

A chance inquiry touching Mr. Taft's religious 
faith has been followed by widespread comment 
of the lighter sort. 

Since 1787, when the convention made a con- 
stitution which forbids all religious tests for po- 
litical rights, the American people have never 
at any time manifested more than a languid 
interest in such questions. Even the Know- 
nothing movement, which troubled party cal- 
culators for several years, was never a _ eserious 
political purpose and the prejudice which it ut- 
tered soon died out. At no time has it been 
possible for demagogues to win public favor by 
appeal to what is perhaps the basest and mean- 
est of prejudices. 

Jefferson was furiously assailed because he 
was, in the jargon of the day, an “infidel.” An 
unprejudiced reading of his writings leads to 
the conclusion that he was, so far as he can 
be labeled at all, a Unitarian. But in those days 
a Unitarian was a deist or an atheist or an in- 
fidel. They were all one to the critics. And 
yet, fierce and widespread as this criticism was, 
the people paid no attention to it when they 
thought politically on election day. They voted 
for Jefferson and Jefferson’s principles with 
an energy, unanimity and persistence very dis- 
couraging to the good souls who believed that 
the country could not prosper under a government 
not manned by adherents of their own several 
faiths. 

An attempt was made to stir up heat against 
Mr. Blaine b use some members of his family 
were Catholics. But it excited only yawns. Curi- 
ously enough, however, his defeat in 1884 is at- 
tributed to a stupid slur on that faith. The 
contest in New York was so close that a few 
hundred votes either way determined the result 
in that State, and so in the country, and these 
votes were turned at the last minute by Dr. 
Burchard, who is considered by some people an 
instrument of Providence, but appears to those 
of the saner sort as a well-meaning dullard tem- 
porarily emancipated from the protection of 
Providence. At any rate, the incident had no 
public significance. If Mr. Blaine was defeated 
through Burchard’s slur it was due to a pass- 
ing irritation, not to any deep-seated feeling on 
the subject. 

Mr. Taft is said to be a Unitarian, while his 
wife is an Episcopalian. But it is doubtful if 
these facts will turn a single vote to him or 
from him. Zealots may lift up their eyes in 
horror as they did when Jefferson’s faith or skep- 
ticism was mentioned, but they will have no 
more influence on the public mind in 1908 than 
in 1800. Fortunately tolerance is prevalent 
among American voters. 
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Anyway, our Mr. Sager knows his Chicago all 
right—the very first smell from the Chicago River 
sent him headforemost into a filtered swimming 
pool just on general principles. 
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JAPANESE CHARACTER AND POWER. 
Prof. George Trumbull Ladd of Yale University, 
who is better acquainted with Japan and Japanese 
character than almost any other English-blooded 
man, does not believe there is any race antipathy 
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Testifying “out of a full and long experience,” 
Prof. Ladd tells the Association for International 
Conciliation “that just as intelligent, self-respect- 
ing and mutually respecting, and permanent 
friendships may exist between individual Japa- 
nese and individual Americans as between two 
classes of individuals within either of the two 
natioas.”’ 

That is to say that whatever dislike exists be- 
tween the two is due not to race characteristics 
inherent in the individuals, but to external causes, 
like commercial fear or rivalry, or perhaps, mil- 
itary vanity. 

In certain aspects of civilization Prof. Ladd 
thinks we are distinctly inferior to the Japanese, 
which sounds like an unpatriotic sentiment com- 
ing from an American. Nevertheless there may 
be something in it, for even Americans have 
something to learn. 

War, he says, is desired or expected only by 
“the ambitious members of the military class and 
the greedy and unscrupulous members of the busi- 
ness classes, who will need tc be watched and 
to be checked in ordef to keep relations of peace 
and friendship between the two nations.” 

These are sane and wholesome words. It is 
time for Americans to get it out of their heads 
that the Japanese are barbarians, backward, semi- 
civilized or in any respect inferior. When this 
notion is exploded the Hobsons will find it not 
easy to obtain support for their absurd schemes of 
vast armaments, which are so many threats ad- 
dressed to the fears of the Orientals. Once it is 
understood the Orientals have no fear, jingoes 
will have fo subside or take another tack.

BALLROOM OF PALACE, 52 
YEARS OLD, REDECORATED

LONDON, June 11.—The ballroom at Buckingham 
Palace has been redecorated after a design selected 
by the King. This ballroom was added to the palace 
in 1855-56, and was dedicated in June, 1856, with a 
State ball, at which Queen Victoria and Prince Al- 
bert entertained about two thousand guests. A con- 
noisseur then described the decorations (now cleared 
away) as being ‘‘in execrable taste.” The ballroom 
Was enlarged in the autumn of 1878. During the last 
reign it was used only for state balls and concerts.

Germany and Silks Back 
Across Border.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 56.—It’s a pity that New 
York and Paris, instead of being separated by the 
wide Atlantic, are not ‘‘across the frontier” from 
each other. For then the lovely daughters of Ameri- 
can millionixires could provide themselves with ex- 
quisite wardrobes at what would seem to them an 
absurdly small cost. They would need only to fol- 
low: the example of the smugglers who within a 
month have brought $750,000 worth of fine clothes from 
Germany to Russia without paying a kopeck in cus- 
toms duties. 

Scores of these smugglers, women and men, gath- 
er every day at Alexandrovina, the first railway sta- 
tion on the Russian side of the boundary. They are 
clad in long girdled garments like a monk’s robe, the 
voluminous skirts of which hide their bare feet. Be- 
yond, or rather beneath this garment—nothing. But 
they are decently clad, so neither police nor customs 
officers can molest them. 

Taking ‘a train at Alexandrovna, they all alight at 
Otlochin, the first station in Gerfhany, and go to 
houses rented by capitalists whose agents they are. 
There they divest themselves of their robes and are 
arrayed from crown of head to sole of foot in the 
costliest gowns or suits of clothes “made in Ger- 
many,” expensive hats, handsome silk underwear—all 
of which cost very much less in Germany than in 
Russia. 

Thus completely appareled, the agents, a stock of 
gay birds in plumage that is “borrowed” only in the 
sense that it is lent them, return to Alexandrovna. 
The Russian “customs laws exempt from duty any- 
thing a person is actually wearing.

ROWS THROUGE 
FLOOD, SEEKING 
KIDNAPED GIRL 


Luthringer’s Daughter, 15, 
Held Prisoner in Submerged 
House by Men. 





HIS CRY UNANSWERED 





Five-Year-Old Also Is Stolen, 
but She Is Sent Home 
From Shanty. 





Until last midnight Eugene Luthringer 
rowed a boat over the flooded lowlands 
along the Eastern shore of the Mis- 
sissippi river opposite South St. Louis. 
Ho skirted the shore and he poked the 
nose of his skiff against the doors and 
windows of every abandoned house that 
loomed in the darkness. 
He was searching for his daughter, 
Eugenia, 15 years old, who had been 
stolen from her home by men. Often 
he stopped in his rowing and shouted 
her name into the night. And then 
he leaned forward and turned his head 


to one side toe listen. But no answer 
‘came to his call. 
Guided by Girl’s Word. 

The sheriff of St. Clair County, and 
his deputies, rowed up and down over 
the same ground, looking for the girl. 
To guide them they had only the meager 
information, given to them by the 5- 
year-old sister of the kidnaped girl, who 
herself was stolen with her sister and 
afterward was sent to her heme. 

In the upper rooms of an abandoned 
house somewhere along that shore 
little Eugenia Luthringer is held a 
prisoner by men whe kidnaped her from 
the vicinity of her home at 144 Seuth 
Second street. 

The heuse where she is kept a prison- 
ner is in the lowlands submerged by 
the: freshet. Like an island fn a wide 

ke it stands with water covering 

ts 3 Jower floors and stretching away 
on every side. 

The girl cannot escape, for the only 
boat there is owned by the men who 
held her a prisoner. Twice the men 
have rowed to St. Louis for food since 
they kidnaped the sirl last Wednesday. 

Grieve Until They Are fil. 

The father and mother of the lost girl 
have grieved so much that they are 
fll. 

“It is four days since they took her,”’ 
moaned Mrs. Luthringer as she rocked 
back and forth. ‘“‘My Httle girl has been 
in that house with those men, God only 
knows how many of them, for three 
nights. 

“Oh, why don’t the police get her 
away from them? I will go myself. I 
will find her.”’ 

She started for the door. Her hus- 
band took her gently by the arm. 
“Here, mother, don’t get excited,” he 
said. ‘‘Sit down and stay with the chil- 
dren here and I will go again to look for 
her. I will find her this time.”’ 

“I have looked for her everywhere 
until I am worn out,” said the father 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“I have rowed up and down the flood- 
ed flats over there, stopping at every 
flooded house and calling her name un- 
til I am so hoarse I can call no more. 
And it is so hard rowing a boat against 
What can a man 
do? I must rest. 

“Last night I rowed'in the dark all 
around among the trees, stopping all 
along the store to call my little girl's 
uname as loud as I could. But all I 
heard was the frogs croaking and the 
black water lapping against my skiff. 
And when I came home to rest I could 
not sleep. How could a father sleep 
when he knew his little girl was out 
there somewhere at the mercy of those 
men?” 


Water in the House, 
The two sisters, Eugenia, 18, and 
Josephine, 6 years old, were at the 
bank of the river, not far from their 
home, Wednesday morning, looking 
at the flood, when two men in a boat 
landed and asked them if they would 
not like to take a sail on the river. 
Child-iike, they consented. 
The men rowed them to the east- 
ern side of the river and up to the 
door of a house that had been partly 
submerged by the high water. They 
took the two girls to the upstairs 
rooms. 
Thursday night little Josephine re- 
turned to her home. She was wet, 
covered with mud and her little bare 
legs were scarred with mosquito 
bites. \, 
“There. were three or four men,” 
she told her mother. “There was wa- 
ter all around and in the house, too. 
I crfed so much to come home that 
they sent me in a boat.” 
When she reached home she fell in 
her mother’s arms and cried. She 
had not been harmed by the men who 
stole her.

Emma Dietz, 13-year-old daughter of 
of Mrs. Charles Presley, who, with her 
husband, is held on a charge of bur- 
glary at Mount Carmel, Ill., was found 
in East St. Louis by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last night. She made a state- 
ment entirely at variance with that she 
is said to have made to Mount Carmel 
officials. The Mount Carmel officials 
believe her mother and _ stepfather 
know something about the mysterious 
death of David ’B. Ellis, a St. Louis 
merchant, near Mount Vernon, Ill., last 
January. 

Ellis was found on a country road 
with two bullet wounds, one in his 
head*and one in his chest. Mrs. Mary 
Miesse Ellis of 3119 Washington avenue, 
his bride of two months, insisted that 
he was murdered. A Coroner's jury re- 
turned an open verdict that death was 
administered ‘‘by his own hand or that 
of some person unknown to the jury.” 
The bride brought the body back to St. 
Louis for burial. 

Presley and his wife were arrested in 
East St. Louis last Sunday on a charge 
that they robbed a jewelry store at 
Mount Carmel. The Sheriff who came 
for them talked with Emma Dietz. He 
reported that she told him Ellis and 
her parents stopped at the same board- 
ing house at Mount Vernon, and that 
he and her mother frequently went out 
together. 


Denies Reported Statement. 
The girl denied last night that she 


ever made such a statement. 

‘We lived at Mount Vernon several 
weeks,"’ she said last night. “If I ever 
saw Mr. Ellis, or if I ever knew anyone 
of that name, I don’t remember it.”’ She 
was seen at the boarding house of Mrs. 
M. B. Jameson, 22 South Main street, 
East St. Louis. 

Mrs. Jameson formerly lived at Mount 
Vernon, and it was at her boarding 
house that the Presleys lived. 

‘Mr. Ellis stopped at my house when 
he went to Mount Vernon to start a gro- 
cery stofe,” said Mrs. Jameson. “The 


Brreeere lived there, too, but I think 


they left there before Mr. Ellis came. I 
‘am not sure, though. If Mrs. Presley 
ever knew Ellis, I don't know it.'’ 


Death Still Mystery. 
Press dispatches from Mount Vernon 


officers’ will go to Mount Carmel 
to whether there ts any ground for 
the belief there that the Presleys have 
information which may clear the mys- 
tery of Ellis‘ death. 

At the time the theory: of suicide was 
generally accepted. Ellis had been 
threatened with prosecution for dispos- 
ing of a stock of groceries which was 
mortgaged, but which he was alleged 
to have gold as unincumbered, 

During his stay at Mount Vernon he 
was known to have worried about his 
financial’ affairs. 

When his body was found, the hip 
pocket of his trousers, in which he car- 
ried his wallet, wags cut out, and his 
diamond sted wag missing. 

This was dt first thought to indicate 
murder, but later it was believed that 
the money and Watch were taken by 
someone after his death by his own 
hand. 

A small révolver, such as is often 
called a “‘woman’s revolver,” lay beside 
the body.

are injured, 

The explosion occurred in the shaft 
hatch, while 25 stevedores were in the 
hold unloading the cargo. 

Fire followed the explosion and the 
steamer was seriously damaged before 
the flames were extinguished. In the 
effort to put out the fire the Arcadia 
was practically filled with water. 

It is possible thad spontaneous com- 
bustion, due to the generation of gases 
from the dampness in the hold, caused 
the explosion. 

The injured, the majority of whom are 
negroes, will recover.

Benoist to Use It. 

Mr, Benoist, with this new plant, will 
generate the electrical energy required 
for power and illumination purposes in 
his building at Ninth and Pine streets. 

Five cents’ worth of coal in the fur- 
nace will produce gas enough to run the 
%-horsepower é¢nginé for an hour. 

The engine will furnish power enough 
for the operation of a 12 or 15 kilowatt 
generatcr. 

The 5 cents’ worth of coal will, there- 
fore, generate enough electricity to burn 
240 to 300 lights for an hour. 

In the one case the cost will be one- 
third of a cent a kilowatt hour of cur- 
rent, and in the other five-twelfths of a 
cent. Other incidentals probably would 
bring the cost of operation up to one- 
half a cent a kilowatt hour. 

The cost of the same amount of elec- 
tricity bought from the Union Electric 
would be from $1.20 te $1.50 at least. 
How the “Plant” Works. 
A gas producer generates gas from 
coal. Coal is placed in the generator to 
a certain depth and enough air is admit- 
ted below the grates to form a partial 
combustion. The decomposition of air 
and steam with carbon forms a carbon 
monoxide gas, which is said to be the 
most perfect fuel for gas engines. 
The gas passes from the producer 
through a washing tank, and then into 
another tank, from which it is taken 
by suction into the engine and explod- 
ed by an electric spark. 
A producer electric plant will almost 
run itself. A small consumer who de- 
sires to become independent from the 
lighting monopoly can install a plant in 
the corner of the basement of his store. 
Within fifteen or twenty minutes after 
tthe coal is placed in the furnace gas 
enough is generated to start the en- 
gine. A few buckets of coal at inter- 
vals during the day will keep: the en- 
gine running steadily. 
It is safer than a gasoline engine and 
less expensive than a gas engine oper- 
ated with ga@ at 80 and 60 cents a thou- 
sand cubic feet. The greatest saving is 
in the cost of fuel, asthe gas producer

Cheap and Smokeless. 
There is no smoke from such a plant, 


all of it being consumed in the process 
of combustion. 
Mr. Bussmeyer began two years ago 
the construction of the plant in a shed 
in the rear of his hotel, restaurant and 
buffet.

Capt. Pickel of the Fifth Police Dis- 
trict has reported destitution in the 
family of John McCarthy, who has been 
living with his wife and four children 
in a basement room at 1203 Chambers 
street for more than a month with 
scant food. Last Sunday, policemen re- 
port, the family was without food. A 
fund of $6 was raised among the neigh- 
bors for the relief of the family a few 
days ago. 

Mrs. McCarthy, who is 22 years old 
and an attractive young woman, hesi- 
tated to say much about her circum- 
stances. 

“‘My husband has been unfortunate in 
being without work,” she said. “He lost 
his job the day before our baby was 
born and has not been able to get 
work gince. I have not been able to get 
nourishment enough to nurse the baby 
and the children have been hungry, but 
it has not been his fault. 

“He has walked the streets day after 
day trying to get work, but has not 
been able to find it. We lost our home 
several months ago when he was thrown 
out of a job, and everything went un- 
til we were reduced to this extremity. 
But I don’t want charity. If my hus- 
band can only get work, it is all I 
want,”’ 

There have been many days in the 
last month when the McCarthy's have 
had nothing to eat, the neighbors gay, 
and lately there has been nothing.

Since his return the King has told his 
friends that it is a tremendous mistake 
to*think the Czar is a weakling. Rath- 
er, he says, has the Czar’s chara\fer 
been y Econ and strengthened by the 
troubles {in his realm. 

It is an open secret that King Edward 


brainy as the Czar is and resembling 
him as much in disposition ag he does 
in countenance. 

The Czarina is in a wretched physical 
state. She suffers from neurasthenia, 
and, besides, ‘is afflicted with varicose 
veins. She saw King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra only half an heur during 
their entire stay at Reval. 

Czaarina in Poor Health. 

The rest of the time the Czarina lay in 
the stateroom of the imperial yacht. Her 
two nurses did not leave her for a mo- 
ment. Once robust. almost buxom, the 
Czarina had faded to the shadow of her 
former self, and has lost the lovely col- 
oring of her complexion. Her beautiful 
eyes are now deeply sunken, she walks 
feebly and painfully and seems aged. 

The Czar is devoted to her, although 
she has all the irritability and obstinacy 
of a nervous, hysterical woman. His 
great dread is that their mother’s 
moroseness will further affect the spirit 
of their children, who are becoming pre- 
ternaturally grave. The young heir to 
the Russian throne is a sturdy lad and 
he endeared himself to the King and the 
Queen. 

The splendid entertainments on the 
royal yacht excited even the Czar’s 
intense admiration. The markets of 
Europe were ransacked for the most 
delicate edibles, which were kept per- 
fectly in various cold storage rooms; 
the tables groaned under gold plate, 
including many trophies the King’s 
yacht have won. The flowers from 
the Windsor and Sandringham con- 
servatories were superb. Among 
them were innumerable carnations of 
two shades of pink, ascompliment to 
the Czarina, whose favorftte flower 
they are. 

Barges Are All Searched, 

The barges on which musicians 
went to serenade the King and Queen 
were searched from stem to stern and 
carried nearly as many police as play- 
ers. The singers before embarking 
were stripped in the course of the 
rigid search of them. 

The labor members of the House of 
Commons were invited as usual to 
the King’s garden party, given to 
his parliment at Windsor today. But 
several of the laborites who went to 
the party last year refused to attend it 
this year because of the King’s visit 
to the Czar, which they denounced.

Amendments to broaden and strength- 
en the authority of the proposed Pub- 
lic Bervice Commission will be added to 
the bill creating that body before the 
measure progresses further in the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. 

The amendments were drawn by City 
Counselor Bates, after he had studied 
a draft of the complcte bill before the 
Council and the House of Delegates. As 
the Municipal Assembly's right to dele- 
gate its powers to a commission, and 
the extent of such powers, are likely to 
be the chief points of any litigation that 
May arise over the ordinance, it was 
deemed best to define with exactness 
just what authority the commission may 
exercise under the Charter and the 
Cooper Act. 

There will be n@ delay because of tac 
necessity of amending the utilities bill, 
Chairman Fitzsimmons of the Council's 
Committee on Legislation, says. The 
amendments cah be reported with the 
bill and be submitted to a yote at the 
same time. 

Since the Ha@use of Delegates has not 
referred the bill to a committee, there 
need be no loss of time in that branch 
of the Assembly. The change is not 
such as can effect the agreement be- 
tween the Hotse, Council and Mayor, 
because the differences which were ad- 
justed by the joint committee did not 
involve the powers of the commission, 
but only the manner of its appointment. 

A special ordinance giving the com- 
mission power to compel the attendance 
of witnesses’ and the production of 
books, and to punish disregard of Its 
processes, will be introduced in both 
branches of the Assembly Tuesday. 

The é@xistence of this ordinance, It is 
belicved, will make it easier to prose- 
cute witnesses who refuse to answer 
subpenaes from .the commission or to 
give testimony. 

A fine of from $5 to $500 will be the 
per.alty for violations of this ordinance.

Worked His Way in Manual 
Training School and Will 
Keep It Up. 





Abe Bank, a newsboy, supported 
himself and paid his way through a 
four-year course in the Manual Train- 
ing School all from the profits he 
made selling the Post-Dispatch on a 
street corner. 

And he did so well in his school 
work that he finished third from the 
highest in the class, and thereby won 
a Samuel Cupples scholarship worth 
$600 and good for a four-year course 
in Washington University. He will 
enter the University at the beginning 
of the coming term and will take a 
course in civil engineering. 

He will pay his way through the 
University the next four years by 
selling the Post-Dispatch on _ the 
Same corner. 

When Bank entered the Manual 
Training School he was 14 years old. 
He is now*18. His corner is at Sev- 
enth and Market streets, in front of 
the Missouri Pacific building. He 
paid another boy $65 for that corner 
four years ago. He has been offered 
$300 cash for the right to sell the 
Post-Dispatch on that corner and has 
refused it. 

“I will keep the corner until I am 
through the University and then I 
will sel} it,” he said yesterday. ‘It 
is my bread and butter and my 
schooling as well, and I could not af- 
ford to sell it now.” 

Through the four years his sales of 
the Post-Dispatch on that corner 
have netted him an average of $15 
a week and he sold only the Post- 
Dispatch and work only after school 
hours, from 3:15 p. my until business 
was over at dusk. 

“How have you held your corner 
from intruders and how do you know 
you can hold it for the next four 
years?” he was asked. 

“Well,” he said, “there is just this 
much honor among newsboys that, 
when a boy has taken possession of a 
corner, it is recognized by all the 
other boys selling that particular pa- 
per as his own and they never in- 
trude. 

“That is my corner for the sale of 
the Post-Dispatch as much as if I 
actually owned the real estate under 
the sidewalk, and the Post-Dispatch 
recognizes my right there, too.

He 
was four hundred feet ahead ef Ryan 
when he reached the Market street pier, 
amid the cheers of the visitors there.

Taft Manager Repeats Refusal, 
Pleading Exhaustion in 
Recent Campaign. 





CHICAGO, June 20.--Republican lead- 
ers from all sections of the country 
have remained here for a few days 
after the convention refuse to recelve 
as final the declination of Frank H. 
Hitchcock to accept the chairmanship 
of the National Committee, which carries 
with it the managementof the cam- 
paign for the election of the Taft and 
Sherman ticket. 

When it was learned today through 
a dispatch from Cincinnati, that Mr. 
Hitchcock had asked Secretary Taft 
not to consider him for the chairman- 
ship a delegation headed by Senator 
William Warner, of Missouri tmmedi- 
ately called on Mr. Hitchcock at his 
rooms in the auditorium annex. 

“Ts this true?” asked Mr. Warner, ex- 
hibiting the dispatch as printed in an 
afternoon paper. 

“Tt is,” replied Mr. Hitchcock. ‘After 
considering the situaton carefully, I de- 
cided that it would be best not to per- 
mit my name to come up in connection 
with the appointment. The fact fis that 
I am physically exhausted and need 
rest. My health demands that I take 
rest. My friends have been very kind. 
It is because of their zeal in my behalf, 
that I regret the necessity of retiring.’’ 


Worked Nights Through. 

The members of the delegation pro- 
tested that Mr. Hitchcock was qualified 
to manage the campaign and when they 
left his rooms, they declared that they 
would not consent to his retirement re- 
gardless of his wishes in the matter. 

Mr. Hitchcock looks worn and tired 
and one or two nights during the con- 
vention he did not go to bed at all. 
Tuesday night the Credentials com- 
mittee held a fourteen hour session 
throughout which Mr. Hitchcock kept 
in touch with the proceedings. 


On Thursday night there was a con- 
ference on the vice-presidency. The 
other leaders were at his rooms until 3 
o'clock beseeching him to ascerfain Sec- 
retary Taft’s choice for a running mate. 
When the presidential nominee declined 
to dictate a nomination for second place 
on the ticket, it remained for Mr. Hitch- 
cock to harmonize the difference be- 
tween the supporters of the various can- 
didates. 

Between 3 a, m. and the time the con- 
vention met at 10 o’clock Mr. Hitchcock 
worked te line up the Western delega- 
tions behind Mr. Sherman, who had de- 
veloped the greatest strength of all the 
candidates.

New Secretary of War Was 


Maker of Political Fortunes 
in Tennessee. 





CORPORATION LAWYER 


Attracted Attention by Success 
in “Getting Things” for Pub- 
lic Service Concerns.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 20.—Gen. Luke 


E. Wright, who is to succeed William 
H. Taft as Secretary of War, figured 
as one of the most conspicuous citizens 
of Memphis from the time he came 
home from the Confederate Army until 


he was selected by McKinley to go to 
the Philippines as Vice-Governor. The 
only political office he ever held here 
was Attorney-General of the county, but 
for many years no other man held of- 
fice without Gen. Wright having a hand 
in giving it to him. 
As one old friend of his puts it, “‘Luke 
Wright has more mental processes in a 
day than an ordinary man has fn a life- 
time. He thinks with his brain, fingers 
and toes, and he nearly always thinks 
right.’’ 
Wright entered the Confederate Army 
when a boy, being in a battery of which 
his uncle was captain. At Chickamauga 
his brother, who commanded one section 
of the battery, was killed. A sergeant 
who was an intimate friend of the 
Wright family ran over to Luke, who 
was a lieutenant then, having been 
promoted for bravery, and said: “Luke, 
your brother is killed.’’ 
“Send his body to the rear and get 
back to that gun,” said Luke. “I'll 
work this one.’’ 
Judge Archibald Wright, father of the 
Wright boys, was more of an institution 
than a man at the bar of Memphis. He 
was toe old to go in the army, but he 
went to the battlefields, anyhow, and 
did what he could to help the South. 

Issued Duel Challenge. 
After the war young Wright came 
back to Memphis and sprang into fame 
by challenging Col. Matt. Gallaway, the | 
editor of the Memphis Appeal, to fight 
a duel. Col. Gallaway was a noted 
fire-eater, and so fond of the Southern 
cause that he carried his printshop 
arofind in a box car during a part of 
the war to keep the Yankees from get- 
ting hold of it. The cause of the chal- 
lenge was a criticism the paper had 
made of Luke Wright’s father. 
Col. Gallaway was one of the very 
few men in the South at that time who 
could afford to decline the issue of per- 
sonal combat. He did it in this in- 
stance and he gave good and sufficient 
reasons, and he and Luke were friends 
ever after, or, if they were not friends, 
they were very polite enemies. 
It has been a remarkable feature of 
Gen. Wright’s career that he has been 
on the verge of Many personal encoun-~ 
ters, yet has never had one, and in ev- 
ery case both he and his antagonist re- 
tained their self-respect. 
On another occasion another leading 
lawyer took issue with him on a mat- 
ter of veracity. There was talk of a 
duel, but the result was that each of 
the lawyers signed a card which showed 
that both of them had told the truth, 
and neither had a grievance, 

Expert in Criminal Law. 
In the early days of Wright’s career 
the best lawyers were the criminal ex- 
perts. Wright qualified himself for that 
line of practice by serving eight years 
as Attorney-General. When he came out 
of office he knew so many ways of 
convicting people that there was not 
one he could not forestall. He knew 
all the law there was, and if there was 
none he had the eloquence to persuade 
a jury to act on the supposition that 
there was. He wanted results for his 
cHents and he got. them. 

His encounter with former Judge Du 
Bose was one of the dramatic incidents 
of Memphis history. Judge Du Bose was 
a man of great firmness and had a 
habit of making lawyers stand around. 
He had put several prominent members 
of the bar in a cell which he called “the 
sweatbox” for insisting on arguing mo- 
tions after he had said he had heard 


enough. 

During the argument on a motion In a 
trial in which there was intense feeling 
Wright was threatened with the ‘sweat 
box.”’ He defied the Judge. Wright did 
not go to the “sweat box,” and the 
Judge granted the motion he was argu- 


ing. 

Incidentally Gen. Wright figured as 
leading counsel In a movement which 
r-guited in the impeachment of the same 
Judge and his removal from the bench. 
The trial of the Judge was by the State 
senate in special session at Nashville 
The weather Was warm, and Gen. 
Wright equirmed in his chair.

If he were to come out 
openly and announce himself a Repub- 
lican he would probably hear things at 
home, for he married a daughter of the 
great Confederate, Admiral Semmes, and 
the Semmes family is still convinced 
that while the North won, and is en- 
titled to the fruits of victory and the 
help of the South in case of another 
mixup, the people who wore the gray 
were right. 

A Friend of Good Negroes. 
As a friend of the negro, Gen. 
Wright has worked along the lines 
of most conservative Southern men. 
He likes negroes, but he wants them 
to be good. When they are bad he 
approves of their chastisement, but 
he wants it done with decency and 
order. 
This recalls the fact that Wright 
once induced a jury into releasing a 
white man charged with murdering 
a negro whose body was found sewed 
up in @ gunny sack and sunk in the 
river. The proof was pretty clear, 
but the prosecution made the mis- 
take of showing’ that the negro had 
hit the white man with a club and 
broken four of his ribs the night be- 
fore he went into the sack. 
That settled it. The jury saw, 
when Wright pointed it out, that a 
man with broken ribs could not have 
put the negro, who had beaten him, 
into a gunny sack and throw him in 
a river. There were others charged 
with the crime, but they were never 
tried. 
One of the first cases of importance 
that Wright tried as Attorney-Gen- 
eral was that of a rich farmer who 
was alleged to have given a ball at 
his residence in order to distract at- 
tention from the fact that he had an 
engagement to hang a young man 
who had annoyed him by talking 
about a blind tiger. There were sev- 
eral convictions in this case, but the 
defendant kept on getting new trials 
till the State’s witnesses all died. 
Gen. Wright's former law partner, 
Thomas B. Turley, was conceded by 
members of the bar to be the greater 
constitutional lawyer of the two, and 
he had a wider popularity. He was 
elected to succeed Isham G. Harris in 
the United States Senate. 
During the yellow fever epidemic 
in 1878-79 Gen. Wright showed his 
courage. He wag practically dictator 
of the town, angfrever faltered when 
people were 4d g like flies. There 
were 15,000 deaths, but he escaped 
the-disease, and one person has said 
that he froze the germs to death be- 
fore they could affect him,

Utica Knows Him as a Man Who Labors In- 
cessantly, Sometimes Working 
Even His Friends 





UTICA, N. Y., June 20—There is much 
in James S. Sherman’s political life to 
pick apart for use as campaign am- 
munition. “Sunny Jim,” as he is called 
here, is not a stateman in the true 
sense of the word; he’s a politician of 
the ward and precinct variety. 

Books could be written about his 
political manoeuvres, schemes, plans 
and dickerings since he deserted the 
ranks of Democracy years ago and 
found a cozy berth on the other side. 
Although for years he has been a 
national leader in the Republican ranks 
and a real live member of the lower 
house of congress, here at home he 
has figured conspicously in all sorts of 
political struggles over county and city 
tickets, down to the selection of a dis- 
trict committeeman in the rural dis- 
tricts. 

As an illustration, they elected a city 
ticket here five years ago and in one 
of the wards he wanted a close friend, 
a Sherman boomer:and a federal office 
holder, elected. One of the strongest 
men in the ward, Frea Preston, a drug- 
gist, who ran a sub-postoffice, was op- 
posed to the congressman’s choice. 

Instance of His Methods. 

Mr. Sherman called on Mr. Preston 
and warned him that there was another 
business man who would likethe Post- 
office substation and he saw no reason 
why it should not go to him. Preston 
assured Sherman that he still was out 
to defeat his friend and bade him‘good 
day. Sherman’s friend was deféated 
and a reasonable time later the Preston 
substation was removed to another 
store. Sherman had } kept his word. _ 


Sherman has often been looked up to 
as the real leader of his party in Oneida 
County; he has been successful. He 
has formed combinations with other 
leaders and deserted old ones, only to 
go back again and turn against those 
who helped him win a victory a year or 
so before. 

A characteristic of Mr. Sherman’s busy 
life is that he established a rule in his 
youthful days to play politics on six 
days of the week, if necessary, but to 
exclude the game from his Sunday pro- 
gram entirely. There may have been an 
occasional break during the recent years 
when important matters called for con- 
ference, but even these were few. 

Regular Attendant at Church. 

Mr. Sherman is a member of the 
Dutch Reformed Church and a regular 
attendant when in the city. He is sec- 
retary of the church, an office that 
calls for considerable labor. all of which 
has been cheerfully performed, even 
though Mr. Sherman has been a de- 
cidedly busy man. : 

As a friend of the vegetable canners 
of the country, Sherman stands pre- 
eminent. He is himself a vegetable can- 
ner, and to his effort is due the fact 
that the pure food law of June 30, 1906, 
is on the statute books \ithout a pro- 
vision requiring the quantity of the con- 
tents of all cans or packages to be 
plainly stated on the label. 

In a general way Mr. Sherman and 
his family may be likened to the Roose- 
velts. They may not be quite such de- 
votees to the strenuous life, but they 
are athletic and fond of outdoor sports. 
Mr. Sherman hasn’t a regular habit of 
chopping down trees before breakfast, 
but he can get as much enjoyment out 
of a baseball game as any fan, and 
he doesn’t caré whether he sits in the 
grandstand or on the bleachers.

SISTER TRIES 10 
REVIVE BROTHER 
DROWNED IN RIVER 


Rolls Body on Barrel and Rubs 
in Whisky to Restore 
Life. 











John Sperber, 21 years old, 480 Bene- 
dict street, was drowned while swim- 
ming in backwater of the Mississippi at 
the foot of John street, Bissell’s Point, 
last night, notwithstanding the fact that 
his body was recovered before it had 
been in the water more than 10 minutes 
and efforts made to revive him. 

Working with Jerry Malinee, 507 Gano 
avenue, who dived after the body And 
recovered it, Sperber’s sister, Miss Le@a 
Sperber, attempted to restore life to her 
brother.

Family Warns Him. 

_ Sperber left home about 6:30 p. m., 
Saying he was going swimming. His 
stepmother, Mrs. John Sperber, advised 
him that he should not enter the water 
at flood stage, but he went. He en- 
tered the water, Wearing his trousers, 
swam out about 150 feet and was seen 
by George Meyer, a boy who was 
standing on the bank, and Malinee, who 
was swimming about 300 feet from Sper- 
bér, to suddenly sink beneath the sur- 
face. Sperber made no outcry, and 
neither Meyer nor Malinee thgught he 
was drowning. 

When he did not return to the sur- 
face, Malinee swam toward the place 
where he had gone down. It was near 
a sewer pipe, which stands several feet 
above the water. 

Dives Three Times. 
Malinee dived three times from this 


and swam with it to the shore. . 

The Meyer boy had run to the Sper- 
ber home, within é@ight of the scene 
of the drowning, and Sperber’s sister 
was on the bank when the body reached 
the shore. 

A soap works near the place where 
Sperber was drowned discharges large 
quantities of lye into the river. Physi- 
clans of the neighborhood expressed the 
opinion that the lye in the water caused 
Sperber’s death, more quickly than 
would the clear water.

Wife Witnessed. Tragedy. 

After Small’s statement Hurst was 
taken to the holdover. He protested his 
innocence, but will be held until Mrs. 
O’Connor, who grappled with her hus- 
band’s slayer, and three men who were 
in the saloon at the time of the killing, 
have an opportunity to see him. 

O’Connor was killed by a man who 
entered his saloon at 9:30 p. m. Wednes- 
fay night and ordered him to hold up 
his hands.

She 
ran into the room and caught the hand 
which held the revolver. While she was 
holding the man’s hand, the revolver 
was discharged, the bullet. striking 
O’Connor In the abdomen.

3000 GIRLS IMPORTED FROM 
FRANCE YEARLY, POLICE SAY 


CHICAGO, June 20.—Acting under di- 
rect orders from President Roosevelt, 
United States authorities here have 
taken steps which, it is believed, will 
break up the white slave traffic, Sup- 
posed to involve the importation of 
about 3000 girls from France every year. 


As a result of the evidence collected 
by the Federal secret service, assisted by 
French Government detectives, at least 
2000 French girls will be arrested in 
Minneapolis, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
New Orleans and New York. They will 
be deported to France, the steamship 
companies which brought them being 
under bonds to take them back. 

A. Duval, who was arrested here with 
his wife, is charged with being at the 
head of the “white slave” traffic from 
France. He is declared to have cleared 
fully $200,000 by his traffic. 

According to the evidence im the 
possession of the Federal authorities, 
Chicago was the headquarters of the 
French “white slave’ syndicate. The 
syndicate imported 3000 French “white 
slave’’ women annually. They were 
brought directly to Chicago and then 
sold to resorts in St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Minneapolis, New Orleans and 
other Western cities. 

The arrest of Duval, the alleged head 
of the syndicate, was made just as he 
was about to flee the country. He had 
the steamer tickets in his pocket.

“Christianity in the Orient is moving 
along as never before,” declared Bishop 
W, F. Oldham of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church for South Asia, who ar- 
rived in St. Louis yesterday. 

“In the last four years,”’ he said, ‘‘the 
increase of the Methodist Church in the 
whole world has been 10 per cént. Fro: 
portionately, the increase In Southern 
Asia has been 40 per cent.” 

Bishop Oldham’s territory includes In- 
dia, the Malay Islands and the Philip- 
pines. Under his supervision there are 
64 mission workers. The Methodist 
Church is the only Protestant denomi- 
nation in the Malay peninsula. 

Need for Missionaries, 

“The Bishop told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the need for American mis- 
sionaries in the Orient is great. ‘The 
natives,’’ he said, ‘‘feel that the Amer- 
icilans are, not associated with the 
race that governs them. The people 
know thé Americans are not anxious to 
take other people’s country, although 
this might not seem to be the case as 


‘to the Philippines; but even there the 


treatment accorded the natives has been 
far different from that to which they 
were accustomed and which they ex- 
pected. 

“Owing to this advantage, the Amer- 
ican missionaries are remarkably suc- 
cessful. This is especially true of Bap- 
tists, Congregationalists and Method- 
ists,”’ 

Bishop Oldham stated that the edu- 
cational and evangelical work of the 
Methodist Church, in his territory, has 
been marked with great success. Par- 
ticularly, he said, is this so in the Phil- 
ippines. 

“A widespread religious movemen: is 
going on there,’’ he declared. 


Schools Are Growing. 

At Singapore, the Bishop's home, the 
mission schools have grown to large pro- 
portions, 

“In the Methodist schools,’’ the Bishop 
said, “there are over 1200 young people 
speaking 29 different languages. All are 
eager to learn English. A score of 
American teachers are training these 
young people. They are apt pupils.” 

Bishop Oldham was born in India, and 
with the exception of a few years in this 
country as pastor of churches at Pitts- 
burg, Pa., and Columbus, O., and a short 
time as professor in the Ohio Wesleyan 
College, he has been employed in mis- 
sionary work. He returned to the Orient 
four years ago. 

Special Services Today. 


On account of the presence of Bishop 
Oldham and Bishop Henry Spellmeyer, 
who was recently appointed resident 
Bishop of the Methodist church in &t. 
Louls, the services at Lindell Avenue 
Methodist Church today will be of a spe- 
cial nature. Bishop Spellmeyer will 
preach in the morning and Bishop Old- 
ham will address a mass meeting in the 
afternoon at 3 o'clock. This will be 
Bishop Spellmeyer's first public appear- 
ance since his appointment. 

In the evening Bishop Oldham will 
‘speak at the Union Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal Church on “Woman's Work In 
the Orient.”’ 

Bishop and Mrs. Oldham are being en- 
tertained at the home of the Rev. N. 
Luccock, of 4433 West Belle place. They 
will remain in St. Louis two or three 
days and will not depart for Asia before 
fall,

Mound City and Western

Mound City Rowing Club and Western 
Rowing Club eight oared shell crews 
wili meet in the first annual race for 
the new Lemp tropy on the Mississippi 
River this afternoon. In spite of the 
high water, officials of the club stat:

rai. A strong wind up stream against 
the Mississippi current, which just at 
present is running like a mill race, 
would throw up choppy waves in which 
it would be impossible to keep and 
eight oared shell afloat. Even if it does 
rain today the contest will be decided, if 
it clears up for a short time. Both 
crews are on edge for what promises 
to be a most gruelling contest and 
both are anxious to have the struggle 
over. 

Because of the high water and 
swift current, the Mound City oars- 
men tried to induce the donor of the 
trophy to allow the race to be rowed 
down stream, but the terms for the 
race will not be changed, Mr. Lemp 
objecting. 

The race will be the first between 
local eight-oared shells ever held in 
St. Louis, Two miles against the cur- 
rent of the Mississippi ag the river 
is now, will be a terrific pull. It is 
generally expected that the men will 
be close to a collapse when they fin- 
ish, 

The Western Rowing Club eight is 
expected to win rather easily as the 
crew will average 170 pounds, while 
the Mound City crew will not average 
150 pounds, 

The Western crew has strong oars- 
men in Loyis Grosjean, stroke. and 
Henry Langhenning at No. 7 oar. 
Both are former St. Louis Rowing 
Club men.

“Billy” Hamilton, the 
coxswain of the crew, Is easilly one 
of the most experienced tn the coun- 
try. He can make a lot of noise, as 
well as steer a straight course, and, 
besides, is barely over the limit for 
coxswains, 105 pounds, so that the 
crew will not have to pull any sur- 
plus weight. 

The Westerns have the heaviest 
crew. In experience the Mound Citys 
stand out as the better crew. The 
race Should be well worth watching, 
and it is expected that a large crowd 
will gather at the finish.

HE DENIED CHARGE 


Fifteen Years Record of Good 
Service Shortens Term 
Two Years. 





SAN FRANCISCO, June ®.—In the 
Pacific branch of the United States Mil- 
itary Prisen on Alcatraz Island—a tiny 
mountain peak rising abruptly from the 
waters of San Francisco Bay—William 
Buwalda, formerly first-class private, 
Company A, First Battalion of Bngi- 
neers, U. 8S. A., is paying the penalty 
for shaking hands with Emma Goldman, 
the notorious anarchist, and declaring 
that he sympathized with the sentiments 
shé expressed in a mad incendiary 
speech, during which she bitterly de- 
nounced the army and navy, terming 
them “legalized murderers.” 

Five years of hard labor was the sen- 
tence of the general courtmartial before 
which Buwalda was tried at the Presidio 
Barracks, but in consideration of his 
previous excellent record as a soldier, 
Gen. Frederick Funston, commander of 
the. Department of California, reduced it 
to three years. 

It is a strange case and one which 
has aroused decpest interest in army cir- 
cles, demonstrating as it does the re- 
markable change wrought in a man's 
trend of theught and conduct, or per- 
haps the awakening of hitherto dormant 
instincts and emotions by the anarohist- 
ic address. 

- &pplauded Criticiams of Army. 

Another peculiar fact is that there 
is.no mention of anarchy in the charge 
against Buwalda, although the matter 
is simply that. 

He was charged with violation of the 
624 Article of War, which is defined 
as all crimes not capital and all dis- 
or and’ neglect of which officers 
and soldiers may be guilty to the preju- 
dice $f good order and military disci- 
line: ~ 


" ' 
“The specification of the charge !s that 
he, “being present in his uniform at an 
address delivered by one Emma Gold- 
man at Walton’s Pavilion, San Francis- 
co, Cal., on April 26, 1908, which sald 
address was an attack and criticism on 
the Government of'the United States and 
the Army and Navy thereof, did fre- 
quently and ,repeatedly applaud the 
said address and did, on its conclusion, 
declare to said! Emma Goldman his 
sympathy with her and his approval 
of her remarks.” 

Buwalda, born in a little Michigan 
town about thifty-five years ago; of 
Polish descent; for nearly fifteen years 
an enlisted man in the United States 
quiet and obedient; had 
Tecently taken up the study of ste- 

nography for practice in this work.

Capt. Gleeson, who was among the 
audience, declared that he saw Bu- 
walda and the woman shaking hands 
and speaking to each other, and al- 
though he did not hear what was said, 
he saw them both smile 

Capt. Gleeson said he could not be- 
lieve that Buwalda was a regular sol- 
dier, despite the uniform, and, te satis- 
fy himself, he stood near the platform 
as Buwalda came down, and remarked: 
“This man is no United States soldier.” 

Buwalda answered, “Yes, I am,’ and 
mentioned the number of years he had 
served. 

Told Policeman His Name. 

Policeman Cornelius approached Bu- 
walda as he was leaving the hall and 
asked, “‘Are you a regular soldier?” to 
which the latter replied that he was, and 
in answer to further questioning, told 
his name and command. 

Cornelius said: ‘‘That’s no way for a 

soldier to do, to go to a meeting of 
this kind,” at which Buwalda grinned, 
but said nothing. 
Policeman Boyle, who took a complete 
stenographic report of the speech, tes- 
tified that he, too, had heard Buwalda’s 
expression of sympathy for the Goldman 
woman. Buwalda’s action, he testi- 
fied, caused considerable comment 
among the audfence, but few of whom 
spoke to Emma Goldman. 

Buwalda is a tall, angular man, fair, 
with a very low, receding forehead, on 
which his light hair is combed low. His 
nose is long and pointed, with a decided 
deficiency in the bridge and his facial 
expression ig one of marked cunning. 

His manner on the witness stand was 
quiet and rather self-reliant; his testi- 
mony was plausible; and yet he failed 
to convince of truth or sincerity. He 
told of his desire to master stenography. 
Three nights each week he went to a 
business college, and at other times 
sought practice at public speeches. He 
had heard there was to be a debate be- 
tween Socialists and Anarchists, He 
knew ‘the vocabulary to be a peculiar 
one and he went in to try his ability 
to take in shorthand words seldom 
heard. 

Denied Sympathy Remark, 

Thursday night he went and again on 
Saturday night. On Sunday afternoon he 
went from curiosity, he said, to get a 
nearer view of Miss Goldman, and at 
the close of the speech walked by the 
platform and pushed with the crowd 
near her and shook hands with her as 
he passed, because she held out her 
hand to him, His only remark to her 
was: “How do yor do, Miss Goldman.”’ 

Buwalda said that he had taken notes 
throughout the address but had de- 
stroyed them after amplifying them the 
next day. The police said that they no- 
ticed that he wrote from time to time 
on scraps of paper, but most of the 
afternoon he sat as though absorbed, 
frequently applauding. 

Buwalda denied that he was in sym- 
pathy with Emma Goldman’s docérines, 
nor had he told her so. 

When asked for his definition of an- 
archy, he replied that it meant twist- 
ing everything upside down. 

“It was mostly curiosity led me 
there,” he declared, “and then. they 
have a peculiar vecabulary. You don't 
hear them words very often, so I want- 
ed to get them down.” ® 

Buwalda enlisted when little more than 
a boy. He has his four discharges show- 
ing that he served two enlistments with 
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the Fourth Cavalry, two with the First 
Cavalry, and for nearly three years 
has been in the Engineering Corps. He 
served in the Spanish American War 
and saw active service in the Philippines. 

Half a dozen non-commissioned offi- 
cers from Buwalda’s company testified 
to his previous good character. 
They said he had no chosen asso- 
clates; no close friends; when he 
went out, he went alone; and of his 
civilian acquaintances his fellow sol- 
diers knew nothing. -He had never 
discussed his political beliefs or tend- 
enciegs and had never expressed his 
opinion on any subject more intimate 
that the common occurences of their 
daily lives, 

Influenced by Oratory.

DESERT MADE TO 
BLOOM: MICE EAT 


’ to Be Useless Unless 
Cure Is Found. 








Laid Great Tract in 
Waste. 





CARSON CITY, Nev., June 2.—Un- 
the plague of field mice in the Hum- 
boldt Valley in this State is found very 
soon, the vast irrigation and reclama- 
tion scheme which is expected to open 
the Carson basin adjoining for cultiva- 
tion next summer will be rendered use- 
less, because it will be impossible to 
grow any vegetation with or without 
water there. 

This plague of mice, according to 
the experts attached to the Biological 
Department of the Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington sent to the*Hum- 
bolut Valley to study conditions there, 
is the first of the kind ever reported in 
this country. 
Meadow mice are among the most pro- 
lific of mammals. In the Western States 
they range from Alaska to Lower Call- 
fornia. The species is Microtus Mon- 
tanus; a brownish-gray animal of six 
to seven inches in length. They have 
runways on the ground and. burrows 
underneath in which they live and rear 
their young, of which there are from 
four to six in a litter. Estimating the 
normal increase at four litters a season, 
and assuming there are no checks upon 
the increase, a single pair and their 
young in five seasons might amount to 
nearly a million mice. 


Destroy Grasses and Trees. 

At all seasons of the year they feed 
on grasses, green vegetation, unripe 
seeds and fruit, and in Nevada, not 
content with gnawing down the alfalfa, 
have attacked the roots. 

The quality of green vegetation eaten 
by a single adult mouse in the course 
of a year has been calculated at from 
twenty-four to thirty-six pounds. At 
this rate a thousand meadow mice would 
require at least twelve tons of grass 
or other green vegétation to maintain 
them for a year. Comparative results of 
the alfalfa crop last year and this year 
in the Humboldt Valley show that on 
one ranch only 200 tons were gathered, 
where there should have been 00 tons. 
On another ranch only 360 tons were 
harvested, where 2600 tons should have 
been. The mice have increased largely 
on account of the rich food and the 
cover of vegetation, and being in a 
valley surrounded with a desert, upon 
which there is nothing for them to 
eat, they have simply remained there 
and increased in such numbers that they 
seem to fill the ground. 


10,000 Mice to the Acre. 
Vernon Bailey, who has recently re- 
turned to Washington from his studies 
of the conditions, estimates there are 
about ten thousand mice to the acre. 
Even during the day the? run over the 
fields by thousands, and he was able 
to capture in his hands in fifteen min- 
utes more than fifty. While following 
a plough he capture. 130 in thirty min- 
utes. They were taken for experimental 
purposes in determining the best poi- 
sons to be used in their extermination, 
for exterminated they must be. The 
country over which they foraged this 
year is being ploughed up at a great 
expense, and will be sown with grain 
next year instead of alfalfa, at a loss. 
The mice attack trees by eating the 
bark and girdling the trunk, often kill- 
ing the tree. They will burrow along 
the roots and gnaw the tender sap bear- 
ing bark until the tree is deprived of ont 
sap and dies. All kinds o- vegetables are 
destroyed. The mice have a particular 
taste for potatoes, burrowing into the 
hills and eating them. They are active 
in winter, for they do not lay by a 
store of food, as do many other ani- 
mals. 

; Arsenic Best Poison. 

Tests showed that the mice succumbed 
most quickly to arsenic, apparently 
eating bait treated with it without the 
slightest fear. Many ranch’ owners have 
used phosphorus with good effect, but 
as it is dangerous to .andle its use 
is discouraged. Barley is soaked in wa- 
ter containing a large per cent of arse- 
nic, and then place@ in the burrows of 
the mice, where no birds or other ani- 
ss known to prey upon mice can get 
at it. 

Some of the mice were inoculated with 
an infectious disease, which they com- 
municated to their fellows. This 
method, however, was found inadequate 
to the demands of the situation.

DETROIT, June 20.—One of the most 
remarkable separations ever brought 
to public notice is that in which, for 
@ consideration of $100, Mrs. Paul J. 
Thomas, 1580 Lafayette boulevard, for- 
mally waived all rights and interest 
whatever in her six children, her hus- 


band and his property. 
The woman kissed her children good- 
by, made her adieus to the neighbors, 
and went to the railway depot on the’ 
arm of her husband. The couple em- 
braced, each politely wished the other 
the best of health, and the husband 
returned to his home. 


The following is an agreement into 
which Thomas says he and his wife 
entered before she went away: 

“By this agreement between Mrs. 
Paul J. Thomas, hereinafter to be 
known as the party of the first part, 
and her husband, Paul J. Tnomas, 
party of the second part, entered 
into this day, June 9, 1908, it is 
agreed that the party of the first 
part shall forfeit all claim to the 
party of the second part, his chil- 
dren and gny property or real es- 
tate which they may jointly or sep- 
arately own, and It is also agreed 
and thoroughly .understood by both: 
parties, that the party of the sec: 
cnd part shall-have-aole charge and 
control of said children, and that he 
will be responsible for the welfare 
and training of them, and it is also 
agreed by both parties that in con- 
sideration of the sum of $10 (one 
hundred dollars), paid by the party 
of the second part to the party of 
the first part, upon receipt of same, 
the party of the first part shall take 
passage to London, England, and 
there remain; also the party of the 
first part agrees not to molest nor 
annoy the party of the second part, 
or his children, or any of his rela- 
tives in England.”’ 


The copy exhibited this morning by 
Thomas was typewritten and unsigned, 
ut he declared the original, with his and 
his wife's names attached, had been 
placed in safe-keeping as a safeguard 
against any future interference in his 
a?airs by Mrs. Thomas. 
Each Kept a Copy. 

“She took a copy with her and so did 
I,” he explained. “She -was not tidv 
about the house and she did not bring 
the children up properly, so I decided 
to send her back to her sisters. She 
agreed to go, so there is nothing more 
need be said.” 


LONDON, June 20.—The extension of 
the workmen’s compensation act, which 
is somewhat similar to the employers’ 
liability law proposed for adoption in 
the United States by President Roose- 
velt, is having a most disastrous effect 
on employment throughout this country. 
Rightly or wrongly,, owing to the 
threats of increased insyranc3 pre- 
miums, a vast number of employers are 
discharging men who have passed mid- 
dle age. They are also refusing employ- 
ment to those who, though still mentally 
and .physically efficient, have the ap- 
pearance of age against them. 
“The act was looked forward to by 
millions of working men as a blercsing,”’ 
said G. A. Greig, secretary of-the Lon- 
don Building Industries Federation, 
“but it is likely under present conditions 
to prove’ nothing but a curse. 
' Insurers Are Responsible. 

“It is an undeniable fact that agents 
of some insurance companies are going 
into ‘factories and threatening when 
they see men who have passed the 
prime of life to raise the premium un- 
less these men are discharged. 
“The chairman of the General Acci- 
dent,’ Fire and Life Assurance Corpora- 
tion stated at their last annual meeting 
in Perth that employers. would have to 
pay a- much higher premium in the fu- 
ture for insurance under the Workmen’s 
compensation act unless they made up 
their minds to discontinue the employ- 
ment of aged men and those who were 
not thoroughly sound and healthy. He 
also said that medical examination 
would be necessary in every case. 
“It is this attitude on the part of the 
insurance companies which my federa- 
tion, in common with a vast number of 
other trade unions, complains of. Ex- 
perience shows that the man above mid- 
dle age-is less Hable to accident than 
younger men. 

Figures Are Quoted, 
“As a proof that some employers rec- 
ognize this fact, I may mentio at the 
man responsible for ‘setting’ a large 
number of the most dangerous machines 
In Messrs. Siemens’ electrical works is 
over 60. Although a young man myself, 
I am ready to admit that age brings 
with it an increasing’ tense of care and 
responsibility. 
“Sir John Brunner, head of the great 
chemical .firm of Messrs. Brunner, Mond 
& Co., is also one of those who believe 
that the aged employee is not the most 
liable *to. accident. For several years 
past he has kept a faithful account of 
every accident to an employee, no mat- 
ter how trifling, and the result is shown 
in a carefully compiled table of statis-

The chickens may not go back to 
roost soon after first crowing time next 
-Bunday morning, when there will be a 
partial eclipse of the sun visible in St. 
Louis, but enough of the sun‘s disc will 
be obscured to give a reasonable ex- 
cuse for late sleepers on Sunday to con- 
tinue their slumbers*until nearly noon. 
At 8:23 a: m. will be -the first point 


of contact between the moon and the 
sun. The obscuration of the sun will 
gradually grow greater until 9:37, when 
- ft will begin to diminish. The eclipse 


$ will be ended at 11:16. 
The eclipse may be plainly seen in 
St. Louis with the aid of smoked 


glasses; or the image of the sun may 
be thrown on a screen by means of a 
thin cardboard with a round hole one- 
eighth of an inch in diameter, or small- 
er. At about the time of the greatest 
obscuration, if the cardboard is held to- 
ward the sun, the image of the inclipse 
may be thrown on a screen. 


Moon in the Way. 

‘The eclipse is caused by the moon 
passing between the earth and the sun. 
Because of the relative distance the 

oon’s disc seems smaller than that of 

e sun and for that reason the eclipse 

“an annular instead of a total. 
Te 





astronomers the difference between 
an annular and a total eclipse is that 
in the former the shadow of the moon 

| does not reach the earth, while in the 
later it does reach it. 

Of greatest interest to astronomers 
will be the instant of first contact. This 
ie never known to the seconi, though 
it is carefully studied by astronomers 
for many years before the eclipse. While 
the fact of the eclipse may be known 
centuries before it occufs, and it may 
be figured to the minute, astronomers 
have never been able to figure the first 
contact to the second. : 

While the eclipse continues from sun- 
rise to sunset, its journey from the Pa- 
cific Ocean to Africa will be completed 
in six hours. ~ is because it trav- 
els in thé opposite direction from that 
in which the earth revolves.

There are 
numbers of the gardens and roadaouses 
that seek just such patronage as that and 
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many other rules and regulations which 
compel orderliness in drinking places and 
which outlaw the wineroon entirely.

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:. HOW TO MAKE A TRICK 


EW others than those making a 
F living out of the work would 
give the necessary time to the 
training of a trick dog, but some of 
the secrets of the professional train- 
er may be of use to the man who 
wants his dog to be always under his 
control, and to know a few tricks. 
Different trainers have different 
methods of beginning the education of 
their charges. One man always be- 
gins his first lesson with a new dog 
in this way: He walls suddenly into 
the room where the dog is, and with- 
out any word of warning pretends to 
be about to hit it with a whip. If 
the dog crouches away in fright the 
trainer knows that the dog lacks spir- 
it and will never be of any use to 
him. If thé dog “turns” the man 
puts down the whip and goes on to 
the rest of the lesson. 
Another trainer is of the opinion 


, that a dog should never know of the 
. and cannot concentrate his attention 


may as well give it up at once. A 
dog only gets -flustered when the 
traimer loses his temper, and a dog 
then cannot learn anything.” 

There is, of course, a vast difference 
between the intelligence of dogs, and 
it has been found that those which 
learn the most quickly are either 
poodles or half-breed poodles. There 
is an old saying among dog trainers 
that “you can teach a poodle to do 
ahything except love you,” but there 
are many exceptions to this rule. 

The first thing that the profession- 
al trainer usually teaches his dog is 
to sit on a chair and remain there 
until he is told to get down.

I have been informd that Mrs. Gun- 
ness refused $8500 for her farm two 
weeks before the fire. What of that? 
She was willing to give up the farm 
for the sake of being thought dead. 
Moreover, she willed the property 
to a Scandinavian charity in Chi- 
cax0, evidently as an offering to 
soothe her guilty conscience. 

As to her deposit of $720 in a La- 
porte bank the day before the fire, in 
my opinion that is only evidence to 
show she is alive. If she was de- 
positing money to keep it from de- 
struction, what became of the more 
than $100,000 she saved from her 
murder trade? On the other hand, 
a small deposit (known to be the first 
she ever had made) lent color to the 
statement that she feared murder at 
Lamphere’s hands. The people of 
Laporte didn’t know anything about 
her fortune—nobody knew of that 
put herself until after they began to 
cig up the bodies in the barnyard.

Then came Campbell, “Strenuous 
Tom” Campbell, first receiver and 
then general manager of one of the 
largest railroads in Texas—the In- 
ternational & Great Northern. He, 
like many of his predecessors, had a 
plank in his platform declaring 
against competition between convicts 
and “the free and honest toiler who 
loves the law and obeys it.” 

At that time his plan was to put the 
State prisoners to work on the public 
roads. This was in his platform. 


Later he changed the plan so that 
the convict would become a pro- 
ducer. A man working a road pro- 
duces no revenue. True, he beauti- 
fies and betters a highway, but some- 
body must pay his board and buy his 
clothes and tobacco. In this case it 
would have been the taxpayer. 


There used to be a saying in Texas 
that “the poor man pays the taxes.” 
That was before Campbell's time as 
the chief executive. He has fathered 
more tax legislation than any Gov- 
ernor any State ever had. Say “tax” 
to him and he will talk by the hour 
showing you how he has increased 
the revenue derived from taxation 
and at the same time reduced the 
taxes of the “poor man.”

He~selected the easiest solution— 
the purchase of more sugar land. The 
State Penitentiary Board has long 
held the power to purchase additional 
land for the employment of convicts. 
Gov. Campbell used this pdwer. 

Negotiations were opened with the 
largest plantation owners in the 
State. Last fall the State became 
owner of two plantations of 6000 and 
1000 acres, respectively, and two more 
sugar mills. A deal is now pending 
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for the purchase of the Cunningham 
plantation at Sugarland. This is the 
largest sugar-growing farm in the 
State, consisting of about 18,000 acres. 
With this the State will own close 
to 35,000 acres of sugar land and four 
sugar mills and be in a position to 
employ near 2000 men. 

By these purchases and the con- 
struction of the State railroad, ex- 
tending from Rusk to Palestine, Gov. 
Campbell’s home city, the number of 
convicts leased is rapidly diminishing. 
From 2133 men contracted for in 1907 
the number has decreased to about 
1706 this year. The purchase of the 
Cunningham plantation will almost 
eliminate the humber. 

“My idea,” says Gov. Campbell, “is 
to stop competition between cenvict 
and free labor to do away. with the 
convict lease system and at the same 
time insure the unfortunates humane 
treatment. Sugar plantations offer 
the best method because few free 
laborers work on them. 


State and Uity Railroads. 


“With the additional plantations to 
be purchased. the saw mills that the 
State will have to operate to clear 
much of the sugar land now covered 
with a good growth of timber, the 
iron works at Rusk and the new State 
railroad, most of the State prisoners 
will be employed by the State. Texas 
will soon have enough work for all 
of its convicts to do. 

“The railroad is strictly a State 
proposition. It is being built by con- 
vict labor. But one of the provis- 
ions of the bill authorizing it is that 
no convict shall be employed in op- 
erating it. It is 28 miles long and is 
being built by a bond issue of $150.- 
000 made by the Penitentiary Board. 
These bonds were purchased by the 
public school fund. There are 20 
bonds of $7500 each, one redeemable 
each year. They bear interest at 5 
per cent. 

“In my platform I promised to do 
away with the convict lease system. 
I am keeping that promise. My work 
is necessarily slow because we have 
more convicts than we have employ- 
ment for. Fewer men are now con- 
fined in the two penitentiaries than. 
for some years past. The average in 
proportion to population is lower than 
it has been for years. 

Conditions such as are said to 
exist in the convict camps in Geor- 
gia are very uncommon in Texas, All 
of the convict guards are employed by 
the State and the convicts are fed and 
clothed by the State. All that the 
man leasmg them furnishes is quar- 
ters. These must be up to a certain 
standard of efficiency and must be 
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maintained in a cleanly manner or 
the lessee must anewer to the State. 

By hbaving its convicts under its 
own charge the State is almost cer- 
tain that they will be treated hu- 
manely. Brutality is uncommon. 
About six months ago two guards 
were charged with whipping a con- 
vict. ‘Phe charge was investigated, 
found to be true and the guards were 
punished and dismissed from the 
State’s employ. There is a law in 
Texas making it a felony for guards 
to accept pay from lessees of con- 
victs. 

‘The women prisoners are never 
leased out. They work at the peni- 
tentiaries, making clothing for the 
male prisoners. 


A Profitable Southern Line. 


The State road has been in opera- 
tion for about eleven miles for sev- 
eral months. A freight and passen- 
ger service is maintained, operating 
expenses being paid in this manner. 
It has been recognized as a railroad 
by the Texas Railroad Commission, 
and is under the full charge of the 
Penitentiary Board, consisting of 
three members and a secretary, ap- 
pointed by the Governor. The mem- 
bers are: W. H. Gill of Houston, 
chairman; R. H. Hicks, a merchant 
of Rockdale; J. T. Mewshaw of Gar- 
land and A. M. Barton, secretary.

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-- Curious Facts 


T IS a very common error to be- 
] lieve that with birds the knowl- 
edge of building nests is innate. 
This is not the case. Birds have to 
be taught this art in just as systemat- 
ic a manner a8 men are trained to be 
builders. 

Birds are undoubtedly born with 
the instinct to carry little twigs and 
the materials of which nests are 
made, but unless they are instructed 
in the art of building they will drop 
them in a pile and never attempt to 
weave them into nests. 

As a rule, it is just after the young 
birds have learned to fly that the 
older ones begin to teach them the 
nrocess of interweaving and lining 
that is necessary to construct nests. 
This is most complicated. To ar- 
range the little twigs so that they 
will be symmetrical and strong 
enough to hold the weight of the 
mother bird and four or five little 
ones to a branch of a tree requires 
good engineering ability. 


The lining of the nest is usually 
of a much softer material than that 
of which the outside is made, and to 
place this neatly is also taught by 
the older birds: Humming birds will 
often follow cows for days to pick up 
their soft hair with which to line 
their nests, and they weave it as com-

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Finding in St. Louis New City Hall of 
Old Letter Recommending Hero

Job— Turned Down by Politicians 
for Somebody “Better Known”—

N ORIGINAL document, inti- 
mately connected with the 
dark days of Gen. Grant in 

St. Louis just before the Civil War, 
was found among musty old records 
at the new City Hall the other day. 
It is a letter from Prof. J. J. Reyn- 
olds, who occupied the chair of me- 
chanics and engineering at Washing- 
ton University at that time (1859), 
recommending “Captain’’ Grant for 
the office of County Engineer. The 
letter is indorsed by S. M. Frost. 

To the forlorn, almost penniless 
Grant the small office with its $40-a- 
month salary would have seemed like 
affluence. But he did not get the 
coveted plum. He was ignored and 
rejected by the County Commission- 
ere, Who gave the place to a “better- 
known” man. 

No single incident of Grant's life in 


St. Louls so strikingly illustrates the 


straits he was in as this fruitless 
request for a trifling job. And the 
finding of the original letter makes an 
addition of great value to the relics, 
mementoes and souvenirs of the great 
General now extant. 

Here was one of the greatest men 
of the world seeking an obscure, in- 
glorious job of country road and 
bridge building and being cast aside 
carelessly in favor of a man whose 


“abilities” were better known.

Application and Pledge 


“Should your honorable body see 
proper to give me the appointment, 
I pledge myself to give the office my 
entire attention and shall hope to 
give general satisfaction. es 

“Very respectfully, 
- “Your Ob’t. 8vt., 
“U, 8. GRANT.’ 

To that application were attached 
the joint indorsement of Prof. Reyn- 
olds and Mr. Frost and the petition 
signed by citizens. The Reynolds- 
Frost letter, of which the original 
has just been found, reads as follows: 

“St. Louls, Aug. 1, 1859.—Capt.

This incident, in many respects, is 
an epitome of Grant’s dark days, 
which began with his resignation 
from thé army in the summer of 1854 
and his advent to St. Louis later in 
the’ same year and ended with his be- 
ing commissioned a Colonel in the

act and thought and movement in St. 
Louis with a dramatic quality, vivid, 
powerful, singularly fascinating. 


Grant was a youth of promise. His 
father was immensely proud of him 
ana boasted, time and again, of what 
“my Ulysses” was to accomplish and 
what high place he was to assume 
among men. But, in 1854, when 
Grunt, out of the army, approaching 
middle age without a trade or pro- 
fession, broke, dejected, disheartened, 
went home, the father’s pride had 
faded and the reception given to the 
disappointing son was rather grim 
than cordial. 


Went to His Father-in-Law’s 


After a few weeks at home the 
Grants came to St. Louis and went to 
live with his father-in-law, Col. Dent, 
at the St. Louis County homestead 
known at “Whitehaven.” During the 
first year Grant worked in the field 
with the slaves, doing hard manual 
labor with the stoutest of them, but 
there was nothing particularly un- 
usual in that, according to the Gar- 
land biography. In,that book the 
statement is made that it was cus- 
tomary for the young men on the 
farms in this vicinity to work in the 
fields where slaves were at work. 

During the winter of 1864-1856 Col. 
Dent set aside sOme sixty or eighty 
acres of his land for the Grants. There 
was nO deed; the transaction was 
verbal. And in the fall Capt. Grant, 
with his own hanas, cut down the 
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set side for his use, and to that pur- 
pose he began to fell trees and hew 
logs. Day after day he toiled among 
the oaks. Hour by hour the ringing 
stroke of his ax uttered his resolu- 
tion. 

“He was a powerful man with the 
ax, and the deft swing and sharp 
impact of the shining blade left a 
clean, smooth cut. around him the 
‘equirrels watched the ripening nuts 
and scampered through the falling 
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leaves: and when his wife sat near to 
watch him, and the children played 
with the white and : mber chips, the 
scene was far-reaching in its signifi- 
cance. 

“Over and over again had _ this 
drama been enacted in the long 
march of his ancestors from the At- 
lantic Ocean to the Mississippi River, 
with their toil softened and made 
fight in this wise by the brooding 
tenderness of women and the laughter 
of children. Nothing that he had 


' done in all his campaigns up to that 


time, touched such heights of resolu- 
tion and manly independence as this 
single-handed assault upon the 
rauked oaks and elms.” 


Cabin ‘‘Hardscrabble.’’ 


At last the preliminary work was 
finished, the neighbors were invited 
in to the “raising” and the cabin was 
put up. With a sort of grim jest at 
hig situation Grant named his new 
abode ‘‘Hardscrabble.”’ And the name, 
truly, was appropriate. 

His time was spent in tilling the 
soi] and selling wood from then on. 
He loved horses and managed to ac- 
quire a fine team. Those who knew 
him say he could do more with a 
team pulling a heavy load than any 
other man in this part of the country. 

He worked hard, say those who 
knew his daily life. He was pleas- 
ant and genial and generous, but 
there was something about him that 
repelled familiarity, even when he 
was at the lowest ebb, poverty strick- 
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en, woe begone and desolate—not 
even then did any man presume to be 
familiar with’ the quiet, firm little 
man. 

His own birth and record in the 
Mexican War, together with the 
standing of his wife’s family, gave the 
Grants an entree into the best homes 
in St. Louis County. 

Often he accompanied Mrs. Grant to 
social entertainments. But he was “a 
Northerner” and the neighbors were 
slave-holding Southerners. He was 
leoked upon as “unfit for business” 
and a “failure.” But he was respect- 
ed, somehow, in spite of all. 

In 1867 Mrs.-Dent died and Col. 
Dent moved to St. Louis, placing bis 
son-in-law in charge of Whitehaven. 
Thus it came about that the future 
commander-in-chief of the army that 
was to wipe out slavery forever on 
American soil was the executive head 
of a Southern farm, directing the 
daily work of a company of black 
bondmen. Fate toyed with that man 
{» a manner fraught with amazing 
irony. 

The following year his health was 
poor and he decided to give up farm- 
ing. He moved to St. Louis himself 
and entered the real estate business, 
but failed at that.

He was worth- 
less as a real estate dealer and the 
partnership lasted only a few, impe- 
cunious months.
